[n the latest official report from the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue some additional light is thrown on 
the operation of the Corporation Income 
The Corpora-Tax law—that is, Section 38 of the 
tion Tax. Tariff Act of 1909. It shows that the 
total receipts by the Treasury from this 
Federal tax on corporations for “business done” or 
net incomes earned—whichever way one may choose 
to describe the tax—during the calendar year 1909 
were to date $27,088,502, of which $20,959,783 was 
collected prior to July 1 or in the last fiscal year, 1909- 
10; the additional amount of $61,128,719 has been col- 
lected since July 1 and belongs therefore in the receipts 
of the current fiscal year, 1910-11. But all the collec- 
tions to date were for the 1909-calendar-year tax—so 
this $27,088,502 aggregate revenue for the first 
year of the law’s operation was $2,088,502 in excess of 
the estimate of $25,000,000 made last year by the fram- 
ers of the Tariff bill and the Treasury officials. 

The total receipts from internal-revenue sources dur- 
ing the last fiscal year, says the report, aggregated 
$289,728,014, as compared with $246,212,719 in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1909—an increase of more 
than $43,000,000 for the last fiscal year. “But,” the re- 
port comments, “the Corporation Tax contributed less 
than one-half of this gain.” 

These figures are all of more or less interest, of 
course. What will strike analysts of them as peculiar, 
however, is that one set of Treasury officials sets forth 
the Corporation-Income-Tax revenues as Tariff re- 
ceipts, while the Internal-Revenue officials treat them 
as purely and simply returns from internal taxes— 
which they are. With this $20,959,783 of Corporation- 
Tax receipts deducted from the total revenues accru- 
ing under the provisions of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law, a deficit would have been shown as of July 1, 
1910—so the Treasury statisticians count this revenue 
as “customs receipts” and shout gleefully: “We told 
vou so! This new Tariff law is a great revenue-getter.” 
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The Internal-Revenue Bureau contents itself with the 
remark that less than half of the revenue gain for the 
past year can be credited to the Corporation-Tax law— 
that is, there would have been a gain of about $23,000,- 
000 any way, if no such tax had ever been levied. It 
might quite as properly have said, perhaps, that it 
doesn’t think much of the new law as a revenue-getter. 
It cost the government a little more than $5,000,000 
to “run” its Internal Revenue Bureau during the last 
fiscal year. To learn just how much of the cost was due 
to the collection of the new Corporation-Income Tax 
would be extremely interesting. Quite as interesting 
too, it is to speculate on which end of the Treasury 
Department will assume the loss if in the end this 
$27,088,502 has to be paid back to the companies un- 
der a Supreme Court decision. 

As to the sources of other internal revenues spirits 
yielded $148,000,000, an increase of more than $13,- 
000,000 over the amount collected from that source 
in the fiscal year 1909. The taxes on tobacco footed 
up to a total of nearly $57,889,351, a gain of more than 
$6,000,000. Returns from fermented liquors aggregat- 
ed $60,572,000, as compared with $57,456,000 in the 
preceding fiscal year. The report shows that during 
the year tax was paid on more than 8,000,000 cigar- 
ettes and about 8,250,000 cigars. 

In other words, the gains in internal revenue from 
spirits, fermented liquors and tobacco alone footed up 
around $23,000,000 for the year or about $3,000,000 
more than the fiscal-year revenue from the Corpora- 
tion-Income Tax. So there was no necessity for the 
law levying this tax in so far as internal revenue is 
concerned. The enactment was merely a device of the 
administration and its law-maker supporters to prevent 
the passage of a second general Income-Tax law that 
might in its turn be declared unconstitutional, as was 
the act of 1894. 

As they say out West, the corporations of the coun- 
try were “the angora—all right.” 








THE Workmen’s Compensation Act, put in force in 
Great Britain in 1906 provided for relief of injured 
workers in a great many instances which

Great Britain, 2"Y Of the existing laws. By its terms 


compensation, when liability is estab- 
lished, is extended to all occupations where the em- 
ployment is by way of manual labor, clerical work, 
or otherwise, with the exception of persons employed 
otherwise than by manual labor whose remuneration 
exceeds $1,216 a year, persons whose employment is oi 
a casual nature and who are employed otherwise than 
for the employer’s trade or business, members of 
police forces, persons in the naval or military service 
of the Crown, outworkers, and all members of the em- 
ployer’s family dwelling in his house. 

The period of disablement which entitles the injured 
party to compensation is reduced from a fortnight to 
one week, and compensation is extended to injuries 
caused by certain industrial diseases. The Workmen’s 
Compensation Act further provides for returns by em- 
ployers, in such industries as the Secretary of State 
may by order direct, of the number of injuries in re- 
spect of which the compensation has been paid. the 
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amount of the compensation, and such other particu- 
lars as may be required. 

The total number of persons employed in the fac- 
tories in Great Britain covered by these returns was 
5,500,000 in 1908. The employes injured in the fac- 
tories numbered 136,357, who received compensation 
amounting to $3,213,355, an average of $23.60. The 
factory fatalities numbered 951, for which $635,107 
compensation was paid, an average of $667. Com- 
pensation amounting to $17,617, an average of $735, 
was paid in 24 fatal cases resulting from industrial 
disease, and $37,068, an average of $68 in 542 disable- 
iment cases caused by industrial disease. 

The total number of mine employes covered by the 
1eturns was 1,047,862; $1,200,929 compensation, aver- 
aging $847, was paid in 1,301 fatal accidents ; $2,928,- 
893, an average of $21.41, in 137,622 non-fatal acci- 
dents; and $66,123 for industrial disease. 

In railway returns, the clerical staff and persons em- 
ployed in any stibsidiary occupations of the railway 
companies, such as constructional work, carriage 
building, etc., are excluded. The returns cover 396,- 
884 employes, to whom $328,562, an average of $715, 
ws paid in 458 cases ; $403,550, an average of $19.46, 
‘n 20,649 disablement cases; and $350 in cases of in- 
dustrial disease. 

Twenty-four kinds of industrial disease are now in- 
cluded under the Workmen’s Compensation Act of 
Great Britain. In the seven groups of industries from 
which returns were required, there were 2,056 cases of 
disablement from industrial disease during the year 
1908, and 26 cases of death. The majority of these 
cases, 1,550, occurred in the mining industries. There 
were 421 cases of lead poisoning, 15 cases of arsenic 
poisoning, 20 cases of chrome poisoning, and 10 cases 
of compressed-air illness, 

Before a claim can be made in respect of disable- 
ment caused by an industrial disease, the workman 
must either have been certified by a certifying or other 
appointed surgeon to be suffering from and disabled 
by the disease, or have been suspended from his em- 
ployment under special rules or regulations made un- 
der the Factory’ Act, on account of having contracted 
the disease. 

In many instances the settlement of a claim is made 
by the payment of a lump sum in lieu of a weekly 
payment. In 1908, out of 323,215 accident cases, 14,- 
114 were thus disposed of, either upon the happening 
of the accident or in a period during which a weekly 
payment was made. In the 7,204 cases which were 
settled at once without any previous weekly payment, 
the average sum paid was not quite $44. In the 5,135 
cases which were settled after weekly payments had 
been made for a period of less than 26 weeks, the 
average sum paid was about $102; and in the cases 
where settlements were effected after payments had 
been made for more than 26 weeks the average pay- 
ment was $384. 

There were 3,795 disputed cases to the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act in 1908, of which 3,602 were de- 
cided by judges, 47 by special arbitrators, and 146 
by acceptances of money paid into court. In addition 
to the cases thus dealt with there were 1,563 cases 
which were either withdrawn, settled out of court, or 
otherwise disposed of. 
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Ir was not until Sir William Crooks, the great 
British scientist, sounded a note of alarm about a dec- 
ade ago, regarding a shortage in the 
The mag me *world’s wheat supply, that porn at- 
poet tention was directed to “the nitrogen 
’. problem.” Nitrate as a fertilizer is the 
open sesame to large crops. Consequently the world 
has faced for many years a rapidly increasing demand 
with a rapidly diminishing supply. It has been ax- 
iomatic that upon nitrogen depended the maintenance 
of the wheat crop at its present proportions. 

“The population of the world is increasing so rap- 
idly,” Sir William Crooks said, “that the supply of 
wheat will shortly not be sufficient to feed it. I pre- 
dict the approaching exhaustion of the world’s stock 
of fixed nitrogen, the great fertilizer for wheat, used 
in ever-increasing quantities.” 

He added that the nitrate beds of Chili, which are 
the sole source of the world’s supply, would possibl; 
last fifty years, if used at the rate of a million tons a 
year, but he foresaw its entire exhaustion inside of 
twenty years. 

There is but one solution—it is thought—the man- 
ufacture of nitrogen from air. When it is realized 
that land yielding but 11.9 bushels per acre without 
nitrogen fertilizer will produce 36.4 bushels with it, 
the importance of the problem is seen. Scientists full, 
realize they are-battling with one of the vital problems 
of human existence, and have set out to conquer it in 
that spirit. Ten years has seen such radical progress 
in chemistry that the element is being artificially pro- 
duced now, and in a few years more the Chilian beds 
will become a small factor in the total supply. The 
problem, scientists claim, is solved. 

The raw product is the atmosphere, which contains 
exhaustless quantities of nitrogen. That this source 
is limitless may be seen from the fact that there is 
enough nitrogen over each square mile of the earth’s 
surface to produce more niter than is to be found in 
all Chili. The secret of extracting nitrogen from the 
air, at such a cost as to make it commercially valuable, 
has been learned. 

Plainly speaking, nitrogen is manufactured by treat- 
ing the air to an “electrical Turkish bath,” involving 
a heat of many thousand degrees. Enormous power is 
required, and unless it is cheap the proposition is im- 
practicable. Under present conditions water power 
alone is low enough in cost to make artificial nitrogen 
a commercial proposition in this country. Compara- 
tively few countries have this power in sufficient 
measure to provide the output required, and not so 
many years ago it was known that the United States 
had it. Since then, however, the water power ques- 
tion has assumed a new phase, and what seemed a 
dream then has become almost a commonplace to-day. 

Germany and Sweden were the first countries to 
avail themselves of the new process. Scandinavia is 
rich in water power, and has proved an admirable field 
for experimentation. There are now under construc- 
tion processes which will utilize 120,000 horse power. 
The plants have proved a commercial success, and 
have led to a movement to establish the nitrogen man- 
ufacture on a great scale in this country. 

It redounds greatly to the credit of the chemist and 
technologist that the nitrogen problem has been solved. 
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The years to come will doubtless see better and more 
-ficient methods than those now in use, but technically 
the problem has been conquered. No one scientist is 
oiven the credit for this, for the principle of extract- 
ing nitrogen from the air was long ago established, 
and it remained only for modern science to reduce it 
to a purpose of commerce. This it has done. 

The United States annually imports about 255,000 
short tons of nitrogen a year, of which about one- 
sixth is used for agricultural purposes, Fully 60 per 
cent of it is used in the manufacture of explosives. It 
enters largely into the processes of enameling, glass- 
making, pickling and the manufacture of minor chem- 
icals, but the farmer’s interest in nitrogen is more 
vital than any other. It is he who should see to it that 
the new industry in this country is properly de- 


veloped. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Official tests of the many valuable hardwoods native 
to western Australia have made known the extraordi- 
nary properties of yate, believed to be the strongest 
of all known woods. Its average tensile strength is 
24,000 pounds to the square inch, equaling that of 
good cast iron. But many specimens are much 
stronger, and one was tested up to seventeen and a 
half tons to the square inch, which is equal to the ten- 
sile strength of wrought iron. The sawed timber of 
yate is probably the strongest in the world. The tree 
grows to a maximum height of 100 feet and has some- 
times a diameter of two and a half or even three feet.

No young man can afford to be indifferent to his 
personal appearance. Neatness in attire, good taste 
in dress are among the foremost qualities that win. 
One person has something in mind or in store that 
he wishes to get into the possession of another per- 
son for a price. That constitutes commerce. The im- 
pression which the first person makes upon the second 
must be favorable, particularly so if it is ideas or goods 
that he wishes to dispose of. Disordered dress almost 
certainly indicates disordered mental action. This rule 
is so sure that notwithstanding exceptions it can be 
relied on. The contact of individuals in the present 
crowded conditions of population is quick touch and 
go, and the practiced eye searches the outward per- 
son. To have caused an agreeable sensation, as you 
confront the other party, is more than half the battle, 
for your ideas or your goods. Certainly the reverse 
would be true. The habit of being so engrossed by 
business that one is slovenly, unkempt and decidedly 
disagreeable, is a great mistake. Possibly men have 
achieved success in a brutal sort of way because they 
were possessed of very great native abilities. But they 
would have won far higher place if they had brushed 
their coats and less offended against refined taste. In- 
ferior men have walked to court and up to the throne 
because they were pleasing in personal appearance. 
Perhaps no greater book was ever written than Car- 
lyle’s “Sartor Resartus,” a liberal translation of which 
is “The Tailor Patched.” This satire on dress is worth 
the close study of any young person. If one enter- 
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tains a contempt for dress, let him think what the blue 
or the gray meant on Southern battlefields. Let him 
turn from a Broadway full of people to the spectacle 
of a passing regiment. The colors and the gliding 
move him as much as the music. Many men would 
be obliged to confess that they lost some place or 
power or gain by being surprised when not dressed 
for the occasion. Evidently a factor so delicate that it 
yields great results for good is equally liable to abuse 
and injury. Foppishness defeats its own vanity. But 
it really is not very common. Extravagance suggests 
its own remedy as being plainly an error. We all too 
little consider to what a degree good, becoming dress 
is now within the reach of everybody.

When a man makes a special success in selling one 
often hears the remark that he is a “born salesman.” 

In some manner this explanation seems to relieve the 
salesman of a good deal of responsibility. It conveys 
the idea that it isn’t necessary for him to exert himself 
in order to make a sale, that he has only to appear be- 
fore a customer and go through the formality of show- 
ing his goods, while some providential power does the 
rest. 

The sooner this myth is exploded the better. It be- 
longs with the tales of genii and magicians, which are 
interesting as fiction, but are unreliable as guides to 
success, 

Some salesmen have greater native capability for the 
work than others, but native capability is not all that a 
salesman needs, any more than an ear for music is all 
that is required to make an expert musician. 

Study and painstaking practice are more essential in 
developing good selling ability than natural aptitude. 
No man, no matter how much “knack” he has been 
gifted with, can succeed on the strength of that alone. 
It may suffice to keep him in a position and in receipt 
of a salary, but it will not advance him to the front 
ranks. Only the men who strive constantly to im- 
prove their methods, to benefit by others’ experience 
and to add to their natural gifts acquired knowledge 
reach that goal.

Many of the most proficient salesmen have attained 
proficiency through sheer determined application in 
mastering the principles in selling, and in spite of the 
fact that they have had no “leaning” in the direction of 
commercialism—no peculiar fitness at the start. 

Many sales managers commit an injustice which re- 
acts upon their own interests in carelessly classifying 
all good business getters as “born” salesmen, thereby 
implying that those who have not been born to this 
kind of work, who do not evince a special capacity for 
it at the beginning of their careers, are hopeless cases. 

Any man can learn to sell goods. There is nothing 
about the business to make it prohibitive to any man 
who has not come into the world with a special set of 
faculties adapted to its requirements. Salesmanship is 
not like “tree climbing” in being a possible accomplish- 
ment only to animals of a certain build. Given brains 
and a determined spirit and a capacity for application, 
any man can become an adept in selling, even if he has 
grown up with no more understanding of bargaining 
or of mercantile values than a sheep has of the muscu- 
lar faculty which enables a monkey to climb. 

There is a need in all lines of business for a greater 
number of thorough and competent salesmen, and for 
this reason it is undesirable to discourage men who 
have the making of a good salesman in them by telling 
them that if they are not “born” salesmen they can 
never make a real success. 

Oftentimes the ability of “born” salesmen is serious- 
ly impaired by too much self assurance. They get the 
idea that some sort of a supernatural spell makes the 
success of their efforts at all times inevitable. Some 
never do the best work they are capable of doing be- 
cause they feel that their poorest is good enough. 
They are content to have set the pace, and it seems 
unimportant whether they keep it up. Consequently, 
though they may still keep their knack of dealing with 
men and presenting a proposition, they make very little 
improvement as the years go on. It seems to them 
that this faculty which is usually described as “knack” 
is all that there is to salesmanship, and that since they 
already possess it there is no occasion for them to seek 
self improvement and no opportunity for them to im- 
prove themselves. This is a radical mistake. 

If a man is what is known as a “born” salesman he 
has a right to consider himself fortunate, but he should 
be careful that he does not forfeit his incentive to do 
better and to grow, through the feeling that he has 
already reached a satisfactory height. 

What is especially needed to make any selling force 
strong and competent is less that all its members shall 
be peculiarly endowed with the knack of selling than 
that they all shall be animated with a belief in the pos- 
sibilities of their own development, and with ambition 
to achieve the greatest measure of development possi- 
ble. The rawest and most ill assorted selling force, if 
each of its members is dominated by the belief that 
he can learn to sell goods and by the determination to 
do so will earn more for a house in the long run than 
the selling force which is made up of “born” salesmen 
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who are all so satisfied and content with present con- 
ditions that it does not occur to them to try to im- 
prove.—W. C. Lynn.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

General conditions governing the market fér hard- 
ware for the past week have been favorable and pros- 
pects for a good fall trade are encouraging. Inquiries 
covering all kinds of hardware are more numerous, 
and the call for supplies on outstanding contracts 
shows a material improvement over that for the pre- 
ceding week. New business placed covered fair lines, 
and orders in most instances were accompanied with 
instructions to ship at once. Export inquiries con- 
tinue fairly liberal and orders involved a general selec- 
tion of hardware for prompt and forward shipments. 
The demand for cut nails also shows an improvement 
and prices ruled steady. Similar conditions were noted 
in the market for wire nails, prices being well main- 
tained. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.70 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.75 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.95; $2 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.95, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 

TIN PLATE. 

Shipments of tin plate during the past week were 
fairly heavy notwithstanding that the canners have 
about completed their requirements. Firmness in 
prices is noted, although there is not much new busi- 
ness being placed. The American Sheet & Tin Plate 
Co. are operating over 200 hot mills out of a service- 
able capacity of 235. The price of tin plate to re- 
tailers, f. o. b. Chicago, is $8.50 for 1o00-pound tin 
plate 20x28. 

SHEETS. 

Shading in sheets in the Pittsburgh District has 
stopped at $4 under the list. Blue annealed and elec- 
trical sheets which were being shaded $1 a ton last 
month, are firmer at the list price. Considerable busi- 
ness is being done in sheets in small lots. Specifica- 
tions continue fairly heavy. The Chicago price to 
retailers is $3.75 out of store for 100-pound No. 28 
gauge, galvanized. 


COPPER. 


The worid’s stocks of copper metal during the month 
of August decreased about 5,675,000 Ibs., of which 
3,915,200 Ibs. were a decrease in the foreign visible, 
and 1,759,433 Ibs. a decrease in stocks on this side of 
the water. Since January 1 the foreign visible has de- 


clined six months out of the eight, showing a net loss, 
as of September 1, of 25,760,000 Ibs. Against this, 
stocks in the United States have increased 27,115,134 
Ibs., making a net increase in world’s stocks as of 
September 1 of 1,355,134 lbs. This is about as near a 
standoff between production and deliveries as could 
well be expected, 

Comparison of “production over deliveries” makes 
it appear that 1910 to date has made a much poorer 
showing than the same time last year, but it must 
be taken into consideration that the foreign visible in 
the first eight months of 1909 increased nearly 73,000,- 
000 Ibs., so that this year’s showing, on the whole, is 
far the better. 

August’s report reflected to a considerable extent the 
buying movement started by the action on the part 
of producers in cutting down output, domestic deliver- 
ies being the best in the last four months. Export 
deliveries were better than July, but smaller than June, 
foreign consumers buying considerably from store 
abroad during the month. 

The Boston News Bureau says: “The copper trade 
looks for important developments before the end of 
the year. The eight months that have elapsed show 
that for the present consumption is abreast of produc- 
tion. There remain the surplus world’s stocks of cop- 
per, totalling in the neighborhood of 400,000,000 Ibs., 
to be reduced before the metal market can be said to 
be on firm ground again. To what extent consumers 
will take up these surplus stocks depends upon how 
effective the present curtailment proves. An important 
decrease in production is expected to show in the 
October statement which should have the effect of 
stimulating demand and induce consumers to assume 
a considerable portion of the burden of surplus copper 
which is now on the producers’ shoulders.” 

Copper is quiet, both here and abroad, and prices 
are rather easier. Producers are showing a disposi- 
tion to book orders for future delivery, though they 
are asking 1254@12%¢ for such deliveries of electro- 
lytic, against 12%4c for immediate delivery. Lake 
copper is quoted at 1234@127%c, prices on all grades 
being within a fraction of the low level reached 
previous to the announcement of the purpose to cur- 
tail production. 

The London market shows a small falling off for 
the week, copper closing Wednesday at £55 1s 3d 
for spot and £55 15s for futures. This is a decline for 
the week of 10s on spot and 12s 6d on futures. 





TIN. 

The tin corner in the London market has been 
broken wide open, prices showing a decline for the 
week of £4 17s 6d on spot. As most of the speculation 
has been in the spot metal, naturally the greatest de- 
cline occurred in spot, when the collapse came. Prices 
are still very high, about £7 10s higher than a month 
ago. In New York spot tin is unsettled and irregular 
at 3434@35c, with October quoted at about 34M%c. 
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SPELTER. 

Further advances are noted in spelter in all mar- 
cts. New York quotes spot carloads at 5.55c, and 
future at 5.50c. The St. Louis market is firm and 
higher at 5.35c. The London market is advanced to 


£23. 


PIG LEAD. 

The American Smelting & Refining Company is 
still quoting pig lead for future delivery at 4.40c New 
York, though the market is easy. Outside interests in 
New York are quoting 4.47%c for spot carloads, and 
4.40@4.45¢ for futures. The London market is firmer 
and higher at £12 Ios. 


SHEET ZINC. 
Sheet zinc is quoted as follows: Cask lots, 74%4@8c; 
less than cask lots, 834@o9X%c. 


ANTIMONY. 

The demand for antimony was slow and sales de- 
cidedly light. Offerings of low grades were large, 
which served to weaken the market to some extent 
for the standard brands. The London market was 
lowered 10s on Hallett’s and ordinary brands. 

Prices are 7.874%2@8.12%c for Cookson’s, 7.75@ 
7.87¥%c for Hallett’s and 7.12%@7.25c for ordinary 
brands. The London market is quoted at £29 for 
Hallett’s and £28 for ordinary brands. 


ALUMINUM. 


There continued a steady call for aluminum on out- 
standing contracts. New business placed, however, 
was moderate, covering mostly jobbing lots for imme- 
diate shipment. Prices closed firm. 

Carload lots, per Ib., closed as follows: No. I pure 
ingot, for smelting, 22@24c; base price, rods and 
wire, 31c; sheets, 33c. 


COKE. 


No large contract sales of coke were effected. Busi- 
ness continued to be confined to small lots for immedi- 
ate shipment at former prices. ; 

For standard Connellsville, 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.25@$2.50 is quoted for contracts and $2.00@$2.25 
for immediate shipments. Standard 48-hour Con- 
nellsville coke is quoted at $1.70@$1.80 for shipment 
over the second half of this year. 





PIG IRON. 


Pig iron continued last week to feel the improved 
tone that started the previous week. According to 


reliable estimates, sales of pig iron for the week in the 
Chicago district aggregated 40,000 tons, mostly in 
small lots, but of a satisfactory nature considering the 
previous condition of the market. 

Many inquiries were received for first half delivery, 
but buyers and sellers are still unable to reach an 
understanding as to price, and few contracts have been 
entered into for future delivery. Buyers are trying 
to make contracts at current prices, while the furnace 
interests hold out for an advance of 50c in most cases, 
on the contention that present prices are on an actual 











cost basis and it would be ruinous to make such terms 
for first half delivery. 

Total inquiry for first quarter and first half deliv- 
ery during the week is placed at 60,000 tons, but it is 
declared that of this amount of prospective business 
not over 6,000 tons was actually closed for first half

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“Improved inquiry, the presence of several large pros- 
pective buyers in the market and a more generally healthy 
tone, pervade the market this week. Buying for early next 
year has been proceeding in a small way, with much hesita- 
tion on the part of furnaces to quote. There is even present 
inquiry for a round quantity of iron for delivery during the 
entire year 1911. The consumer is gradually becoming con 
vinced that the present furnishes him a low point for buying 
for three, and, in many instances, six months to come, and 
has decided to profit accordingly. 

“There was a further decrease in production of pig iron 
during August, but as this was only about 40,000 tons, its 
effect toward bettering the situation was hardly noticeable 

“Consumption locally has shown no falling off. In the 
case of one or two furnaces in the South, iron is being ship- 
ped from stocks, which has not been the case for some time 
past. 

“Curtailment of production will continue during the 
month. Shipments from many furnaces are being made on 
much lower priced orders this month than last, and the chance 
of showing a loss, instead of a profit, is much greater. Great- 
er, also, is the chance for these furnaces to shut down during 
September. The month should show a decided reduction. 

“Coke is without change. Shipments are curtailed some- 
what and production reduced.” 

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The distinctive feature of the market is large inquiry 
for forward delivery from big consumers. Ore of the South- 
ern Ohio steel companies is asking for 25,000 tons of Basic 
for shipment over the first half of next year. Several pipe 
shops are inquiring for round lots and there is ulso more 
interest being shown by the smaller melters who up to this 
time have only been buying in a beggarly, hand-to-mouth 
fashion. So things are encouraging and promising in the 
prospects for future business. Prices are at the bottom. For 
six or seven weeks now there has been a terrific and con- 
tinuous but unavailing hammering by consumers to force quo- 
tations to a lower level. As a matter of actual fact there 
can be no lower prices made by the furnaces except at a 
heavy loss. The market is down to skin and bone 

“Business this week has shown a real improvement 
volume. Sales have been larger and they have been scat- 
tered. In this market several fairly large lots have been 
closed and also one lot of 18,000 tons of pipe iron 

“Coke is moving slowly because the output at the mines 
and ovens has been so curtailed by reason of the shortage 
of labor, and in many places there has been serious troubk 
because of the impossibility to get coke enough on time.”
